S /S G T . E L T O N E. C H E SH IE R 


Last Su nday afternoon, on the hill 
ju st this side of the Rotan hospital, 
there was a happy meeting — a for­ 
mer German prisoner of war, S/Sg t. 
Elton E. Cheshier, was ru shing west 
in a pick-u p he had driv en from his 
parents’ home, east of Hamlin, when 
he met a car with a familiar face— 
his wife. Brakes screeched, and soon 
there were g reeting s of joy . Sg t. 
Cheshier had sent a messag e earlier 
that he was in the States and his 
wife was ex pecting him any time. 
When he arriv ed in Hamlin, how­ 
ev er, his wife had g one to Rotan to 
v isit Elton’s brother and family — so 
he ju st pu lled ou t west. The Serg eant 
was also “g reeted” by a new mem­ 
ber of the family , a little dau g hter, 
eig ht months old. . .what his first 
words were, nobody knows. 
To tell the whole story in a few 
words, this is one happy fellow, and 
that g oes for his wife, his children 
(the little son, fou r y ears old, seems 
a bit pu zzled ov er all the chatter), 
and his parents, Mr. and Mrs. W. J. 
Cheshier, Sr., and in fact, all of his 
friends. 
‘Sg t. Cheshier was shot down ov er 
Linz, Germany , last Ju ly , while he 
was on his 50th mission, the last ex ­ 
pected of him on that tou r. There 
were ten men in his crew on the big 
B-24, fiv e were killed, perhaps in 
the plane, and fiv e manag ed to g et 
ou t. Elton g ot away from the plane 
at abou t 22,000 feet. 
>Sg t. Cheshier and his wife, the 
former Helen Bu rg e, were g u ests of 
the Rotary Clu b Wednesday , and he 
made a talk on his last mission, his 
baling ou t, his captu re, his imprison­ 
m ent and treatment, his remov al be­ 
fore the on-coming Ru ssians and Eng ­ 
lish, his long marches in the retreat, 
and his final escape one afternoon 
while they had stopped to rest. El­ 
ton and a pal saw some y ou ng pine 
trees and decided it was a chance to 
stop walking . They hid as the order 
was g iv en to “march.” That nig ht 
they started in the other direction. 
This y ou ng fellow was not accu s­ 
tomed to “speech making ,’’ bu t he 
did a fine job. He cou ld hav e told 
mu ch more than he did if time had 
permitted. One thing he meant to 
tell was that while they were being 
“marched” one afternoon, he saw a 
fellow sitting u p ag ainst a tree du r­ 
ing a rest period. He thou g ht the 
face was someone he had seen. . . 
the other fellow thou g ht the same 
abou t Cheshier. Cheshier wore the 
word “Tex as” on his shirt, and when 
another g u y asked him, “ Where in 
Tex as?” the other fellow listened in. 
It was Earl Smith— so there was a 
lot of g lad hu g g ing rig ht there— 
two Hamlin boy s. The Herald man 
asked Cheshier, What did y ou boy s 
talk abou t?” Cheshier replied, “Ju st 
one thing now I remember— we talk­ 
ed abou t the Limit Cafe in Hamlin 
and the fat hambu rg ers.” 
Well, as the end of captu re came 
and the release, and the flig ht back 
to Eng land, 16 day s in a hospital, 
with all the g ood thing s to eat, and 
pou nds reg ained, the boat trip home 
started. . .and soon home ag ain. He 
has 60 day s and then will report to 
Florida. He has more than his 8 5 
points, he thinks. . .his records were 
lost in his captu re and it will re­ 
qu ire time to g et ev ery thing straig ht. 
It is interesting to hear how the 
15th Air Force learned of what was 
g oing on in the Ploetse oil refineries, 
the tank factory at Linz, and ju st 
when to hit ’em the knock ou t blow. 
Mig ht say that when Cheshier baled 
ou t, he “blacked ou t” bu t came to 
when he reached lower altitu des, and 
pu lled his parachu te cord and landed 
smack in the arms of a bu nch of 
Germans. He has all kinds of medals, 
inclu ding the Pu rple Heart.

Tech Serg eant John C. Jenkins, 
27 -y ear-old g u nner and eng ineer on 
a B-17 Fly ing Fortress, is back home 
to spend a 30-day leav e with his 
wife, the former Ju anita Harbert, 
and little son, Jimmy , and his par­ 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. O. L. Jenkins, 
Rt. 1, after completing 35 missions 
ag ainst the 
Nazi war machine in 
Eu rope. He landed in the States May 
21, trav eled to El Paso, Tex as, on 
an Army Helicopter, and arriv ed at 
home, May 28 , v ia train. 
Sg t. 
Jenkins 
receiv ed 
the 
Air 
Medal and fiv e Oak I^eaf Clu sters 
“for meritoriou s achiev ement in aer­ 
ial combat,” and he wears the ETO 
ribbon with the battle star of Ger­ 
many . After his arriv al in the Eu ro­ 
pean 
Theater of 
Operations, Dec. 
15, 19 44, he serv ed with the v eteran 
305th Bombardment Grou p and took 
part in nu merou s day lig ht bombing 
assau lts by the Eig hth Air Force 
ag ainst Germany . 
He recalls as his “rou g hest” mis­ 
sions the day lig ht attack on Feb. 3 
ng ainst Berlin, when more than 1,000 
Forts and nu merou s escorting planes 
forming an air fleet almost 300 
miles across the Continent, rained 
bombs on the German capitol for 45 
minu tes; and the bombing of the 
Mu nich raily ards on Feb. 25. Jen­ 
kins said the anti-aircraft fire was 
the heav iest on these raids. 
Sg t. Jenkins also took part in the 
Eig hth Air Force attack on the Ger­ 
man oil refineries in the Hambu rg 
area on March 20. 
Shortly after 
leav ing the targ et area, enemy jet- 
propelled fig hters appeared on the 
scene. After making an ineffectiv e 
attack on one element of the 305th’s 
formation and meeting the combined 
fire of the Fortress g u nners, the Ger­ 
man pilots left the 
Grou p alone. 
Bu t the Germans spotted a strag g ler 
plane, piloted by a former co-pilot 
of Jenkins’ ship, and made two pass­ 
es at it before friendly fig hters ap­ 
peared to driv e off the jet planes. 
Jenkins said he didn’t know what 
sav ed that plane, bu t all the 305th 
planes retu rned safely from the raid. 
Jenkins say s, “ I didn’t hav e any

But 
the condition of the world was very bad, and steadily growing 
worse. God had to afflict mankind, and so he allowed their passions ®j 
and greed to lead them into a holocaust of war. He had to do it. ||

Elias Howe invented the sewing machine; McCormick, the || 
reaper; Robert Fulton, the steam engine; Whitney, the cotton gin. f«j 
That was, to us, a long time ago. Then the tempo of war speeded jgj 
up. Man’s ingenuity began to unlock the secret drawer^ o f God’s 
might; the recondite wonders of the vast and powerful unseen be­ 
gan to yield themselves. Science had as effective a formula to the 
secret archives of God’s wonders as Ali Baba had when he approach­ 
ed the great storehouse o f jewels. The incandescent globe or vacu­ 
um brought us our electric lights o ut of the ocean of air. The in­ 
terna! combustion engine, together with the discovery of our pe­ 
troleum resources, gave us the modern automobile. The airplane 
came hard on the heels o f the automobile. The telegraph laid the 
groundwork fo r the radio. While the world seemed to contract, and 
there were no new frontiers on this old terraqueous globe, the 
frontiers of man’s mind became more distant. The most compli­ 
cated and ingenious machines were invented, doing unbelievable 
things in mathematics, etc. 
Robot arrangements could take the 
place o f man. Radio control could manage things almost to the 
limits of the imagination of man. This startling scientific knowledge 
left man to wander in a maze, a labyrinth of forces only the justice 
of God should control. Man should have trembled with the pro- 
foundest awe; his moral nature should have been developed along­ 
side o f his inventive genius, so that his trepidation o f heart should 
have placed an arresting influence upon the powers of his mind 
and his scienntific knowledge. Mentally, he had arrived at a state 
far in excess of his preparation in moral training and his growth in 
moral stature to meet with these wonders of scientific development. 


It has ever been the nature o f man to magnify the thing 
which he is doing, or studying, into undue proportions, and to neg­ 
lect those things which for the moment are not engaging his atten­ 
tion. 
In o ther words, man is ever prone to become unbalanced. 
When he specializes in one field, he Is very apt to he far undevel­ 
oped in others. So man’s scientific studies magnified his interest 
in the wonders o f the hidden laws of our world., and he made sci­ 
ence his god. Modern science did for this age what Isaiah said the 
growing of a tree did to an ancient Hebrew. That man he des­ 
cribes (Isa. 44) c-rew a tree. At last he cut it down. Then he took 
a portion and built a fire and warmed himself. Later he took a po r­ 
tion, built a fire, and prepared him food. After he had warmed 
himself and had eaten, then he took the remaining portion of that 
tree and made him a god. But we would not do that in this age, 
you say. Well, verv many did. Science took the mysterious laws 
o f nature and warmed man. Then there was the scientific feeding. 
And after man was warmed and fed, he, instead of turning to God 
and thanking Him, turned to science and said: “Thou art my god; 
besides thee there is none o ther.” The God of the Bible, he cast 
out of his mind. The people of the Old Testament era no more 
worshipped the creature instead of the Creator than is being done 
now. In that age they worshipped animals, four-footed things, birds g 
and other creatures; today the worship is a bit more refined— it is 
a m atter of electrons, etherwaves, etc. Science that was to be a 
servant became the master. God’s wonderful laws, in the base minds 
fo his creatures, usurped his place.

It seems so silly when we driv e 
down the road and see all the fat 
cattle and then go in the mark et 
with ou r red stamps and lo and be­ 
hold, no meat today . 
We see in the press that a pack ing 
hou .se in Sweetwater has had to dis­ 
charge 50 ('/c of their employ ees be­ 
cau se of no liv e stock to bu tcher. 
Yes, th e y wou ld hav e had cattle and 
hogs to pu t on the mark et if OPA 
had giv en them the g<>-a u *ad signal. 
We hav e a notion that there are 
plenty employ ees in the OPA who 
wou ldn’t k now a bu ll from a cow, 
nor a hog from a porcu pine. May be 
Washington is going to /eed Eu rope 
again and let the home /oik s do with­ 
ou t. Wonder if ou r ' / y s arc fight­ 
ing for su ch “ tommy fot” ‘.' \N e think 
not.
